Surrounded and 
Captured Across 
Hudson River 
From Sing Sing 


OESINING, N. Y. — (fP>— Two long- 


term convicls who shot thcii4 way out 
of the Sing Sing prison infirmary in 
a sensational break which cost four 
lives were captured a few hours la- 
ter Monday in the woods across the 
Hudson river. 


The two gray-clad 
convicts were 


cornered on the slope of Hood moun- 
tain in Palisades Interstate park in 
Rocklund county 


They were still armed with the 


smuggled guns with which they and 
a confederate who was later slain 
had broken from the prison in a bat- 
tle in which a prison guard and an Os- 
singing policeman were killed and a 
convict died of shock. 


Patrolman William Mullen, an ex- 


perienced woodsman member o£ the 
park's police and one of 250 peace 
officers trailing them, flushed them 
from underbrush within a mile of the 
shore point from 
which they hac 


fled after forcing a fisherman to fer- 
ry them across the river. 


The convicts, 'Joseph Riordan and 


Charles McQale, both under sentence 
for 
robbery, appeared .dazed when 


Patrolman Mullens stepped from.'be- 
hind a tree on the slqpe below them;

Germans Bog Down 


ATHENS —(/I3)— German mechan- 


ized columns hampered by mud and 
snow have failed in their push against 
the strengthening British-Greek front 
from the Albanian passes to the Gulf 
of Salonika, Greek dispatches declar- 
ed Monday.

The American people have always 
jad'a big heart. It has always been 


v alert to spring to the relief of dis- 
itress. 


That is true today as in the pasi 
nd millions in money and goods 


rlhave poured across the seas to a 
Sdozen lands where misery rules, • But 
^traffic is beginning.to jam'on that 
tibroad highway-of ;mercy. Some 300 
Belief organizations are today re- 
Igistered with the State Department to 
j furnish money, clothing, or other sup- 


to peoples abroad. They are be- 


e6iflpeti«g*ro> funds aftlottg 
AmfrioMu atrtadjr somewhat bede*H- 
ed by demands, competing for space 
In ships &tt£tt$y o*e*e«jwdetf. 
^Secretary Hull, than whom there is

Secretary Hull was careful to point 


out that "all of these efforts are in- 
spired by the finest human 'instincts," 
but after all, more is needed these 
days than a mere kindly impulse. The 
Red Cross, -for example, is the key 
American agency for relief work a- 
broad, and Hull properly suggests that 
the work of all others be consider- 
ed in its relation to that of the Red 
Cross. There is the matter of seeing 
that they do not conflict with local 
welfare services, and that they do 
not attempt to furnish material not 
asked or needed, material that is al- 
ready being supplied, or that cannot 
be shipped after it is collected. 


There is also the unpleasant fact that 


during the World War many solicita- 
tions were organized that turned out 
to be plain -fakes. 


Not, 
then, in any sense of "censor- 


ing" causes which make claims on 
American generosity, but in a sense 
of co-ordinating efforts so that the 
most good can be accomplished with 
the least lost motion, the proposed 
survey may well supplement heart 
with head.

Steps Reviewed in the Development of 
Bad Land for Usuage As Stock Pasture 


Little Peace 
For Our Time 


"Any farmer, regardless of the type of plowing equipment he may 


have, cun establish Bermuda grass as the first step in developing good 
peraumenl pastures," declared Buford Poe, Farm Planner in Charge, of 
the Soil Conservation Service. 


The lower left photograph shows farmers sodding Bermuda grass in 


three-foot rows on the contour, using u turning plow to open a furrow, 
then to cover the sprigs or chunks of Bermuda drppcd three feet apart. 
About one acre per day can he planted by this method. 


In the upper left photograph a furrow is being opened by a shovel 


plow on the riding cultivator. Bermuda gross sprigs carried in a box 
on the- slide attached lo the cultivator are dropped in the furrow three 
feet apart and covered immediately by the V-shaped runners on the 
slide which push the dirt into OK; furrow. 


The upper right photograph shows a similar rig made from a worn out 


cotton planter, u milk can and some pieces of galvanized iron. A hopper 
has been placed on the planter to hold the sprigs of grass. A middle- 
buster opens the furrow into which the sprigs are dropped through 
a chute made from a milk can. Two discs attached immediately behind 
the chute cover the grass and two small wheels pack the dirt. From 
four to eight acres per day can be planted by two men and one team us- 
ing the latter two methods. Best results are obtained when the ground 
has been flat-broken before planting. 


The lower right photograph shows a fully developed Bermuda grass 


pasture to which has been added clovers. 


The center picture shows a stock pond which furnishes the water 


essential to gtKKl pasture- use.

Sociologist- Fore- 
casts Bloody Future 
for Generation

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. - Prof. Piti- 


rim A, Sorokin, hend of Harvard's 
department of sociology — a wry-faced 
little Russian who once ,was condemn- 
ed to death by the Bolshevik!— flip- 
ped the leaves of his calendar. 


"The twentieth century," he said, 


"already the bloodiest in the history 
of the planet, may become bloodier 
still. 


Even when nn armistice is declar- 


ed in the present war, it will be only 
a temporary one and will not mean 
the end of war in our time." 


Sorokin, son of a peasant who paint- 


ed church steeples, became a power 
in the movement which overthrew the 
Czar in 1917, "but his party was thrown 
out by the rise of Lenin. 


Today 
he envisions 
strife upon 


strife, revolution 
upon 
revolution 


while mankind passes through 
a 


"transitional period" between a form 
of culture he says has dominated the 
world 
for 
five centuries and 
an- 


other form to come. 


Sorokin says that usually a trans- 


itional period from one form of cul- 
ture to another liists a couple of cen- 
turiasi but the present transition 
beginning about the Victorian era, maj 
take less time "because of advance: 
in world-wide communication." 


Sees War For Few Centuries 


Even when the new type of cul- 


ture begins to lake form, he says, 
there is no assurance of immediate 
peace, because the stabilizing period 
will be a long one. 


"In my opinion," he said sadly, 
'for the next few centuries at least 
there is no chance of the disappear- 
ance of war and revolutions." 


His thesis is based on a study of 


2,500 years of history, which he has 
recorded 
In a three-volume 
book 


called "Social and Cultural Dyna- 
mics." It includes a survey of more 
than 900 wars and 1,600 revolutions 
from the sixth century before Christ 
to 1925— their duration, number of cas- 
ualties, size of forces. Thousands of 
works or art, books and commentar- 
ies on religion, law and the lives 
cf heroes also were studied. Out of 
it all came this theory: 


One of two main forms of culture 


has dominated the world for epochs 
at a time. One form he calls "senate." 
It is based on the belief that the 
only true values are those that appeal 
to the senses. The other, which he 
calls "ideational" is based on the 
belief that true values extend beyond

causes such widespread weakening of 
the body and increases its suscep- 
tibility to many infectious diseases. 


Milk also serves to be a good source 


of vitamin G. This vitamin has been 
found to be valuable both in prevent- 
mg and in curing pellegra, a dietary 
deficiency disease. 


Finally milk is one of the most 


digestible of foods. It is easily digest- 
ed by most persons. 


H may be asked why milk was 


called the most nearly perfect food 
rather than "The perfect food." This 
is because it is not absolutely per- 
iod, and what has bean said would 
not be complete without reference 
to its short comings.

to its nutritive value. Recently it has 
become quite apparent that the kind 
of feed a cow gets very much affects 
the nutritive value of the milk she 
gives. 


Therefore, it may be anticipated that 


some time in the future grade A milk 
may be required to have been pro- 
duced by cows which receive at least 
a standard balanced ration so that 
their milk may possess the maximum 
food value for human beings.

These safety tanks arc 
standard equipment In American-made military planes, the Aeronautical 
Chamber of Commerce reports. When bullets puncture a tank, gasoline 
comes Into contact with a rubber-Dke substance. This swells rapidly, 
forms a sealing element that closes all holes. Forced landings from loss 
of fuel and fire from gasoline tank leakage both arc minimized; pilots' 
lives are saved.

been made obsolete, in so far as the 
new American -built military air- 
planes are concerned. 


Invented in America and put to 


practical use as early as 1917, self- 
sealing fuel tanks are today a part 
of the standard equipment of Amer- 
ica's fleet of military airplanes. When 
this improvement is added to air- 
planes with their high speed, hard- 
hitting fire-power, and armor, the 
American-built aircraft are among the

When a fuel tank is punctured by

This rubber substance lines the gas- 


oline tanks of the airplane like an 
inner tube in a nautomobile tire. Its 
inner surface, which comes into con- 
tact with the gasoline in normal fly- 
ing conditions, is inert and unaffected 
by the fuel. Only when this eating 
is punctured by a bullet is the gaso- 
line permitted to act upon the seal- 
in gelement of the tank. 


Research Finds Way 


Rigid were the requirements of the 


Army in its specifications for the new 
sealing material. Rubber industry re- 
search was called upon to provide a 
compos.\tion strong enough to re- 
vent any bulging through holes; the 
compound had to be insoluble in gas- 
oline .incapable of being shattered in- 
to fragments which could clog fuel 
lines, and it had to function quickly 
in sub-zero temperatures. 


Before a modern type self-sealing 


gasoline tank is approved by the U. 
S. Army it must stand up to severe 
tests.
